If these predictions are true, 
then after all the sound and the 
fury', the millions spent, the en­ 
ergy expended, the names called, 
the situation would boil down to 
this: 
Kennedy would be denied the in­ 
crease in Democrats he says he 
needs to gel his programs through 
Congress. But since the party in

elections, 
Demo­ 
crats could find solace in the fact 
that it wasn't worse. 
Republicans would he repulsed 
in their great objective of 1962, 
control of the House.

He eharaeterized his opposition as 
panicky.

polls, was desperate.

Bv B. E» K ELLEY 
As long as 
there were r a i l 
fences 
throughout

county, 
“ fence row s” occupied a trem en­ 
dous acreage of good land, 
The*? fences, commonly called 
“ worm fences” cocause they were 
built 
in rig rag fashion sd (they 
would stand up, occupied strips of 
land 
IO to 
12 feet wide. Often 
the fence rows w ere allowed to 
grow up with brush, fria rs and 
even small saplings 
If the old rail fences were ‘ slake 
and rid ercd" which meant setting 
rails or parts of 
rails 
in 
the 
ground at each corner, they oc­ 
cupied even m ore ground. 
This type of fence was frc * 
quently six or seVen feet high, as 
th«’ tup rails, resting in the fork' of 
the stakes, lifted the fence much 
above the eight or IO rails for the 
average fence. 
When wire fences m ade their ap­ 
p earance just before the turn of 
the century, the am ount of till­ 
able land was increased by three 
to five feet on each side of the 
wire fences, and thiN increased a c ­ 
reage produced crops that literally 
paid for the fences within a few 
years. 
When the old rail fence rows 
grew up with briars, brush and 
w hat have you, they formed ideal 
rhplter for quail rabbits and other 
gam e, including the very, very few 
pheasants which were rn this area 
60 years ago. 
This shelter, which v a n i s h e d 
years ago with much other d e ­ 
sirable refuge for gam e, did much 
to protect rabbits and quail from 
predators, 
such as 
hawks 
and 
owls. In the thick growth of the 
fence rows they w ere co rn para 
lively safe. 
Even the Wiley fox found it dif­ 
ficult to catch rabbits, or quail 
when they took 
refuge 
in the 
grownup fence rows. 
Tim e after tim e 
I 
have seen 
hunters walking along fence rows 
with guns at the ready, for usually 
gam e would be flushed from the 
growth by the dogs. 
I recall the first wild pheasant 
I ever saw was on the William J. 
Selsor farm in P ain t Twp., where 
I picked up a set of tracks in four 
inches of snow. Since I had never 
seen such tracks before. I followed 
them . 
After more than a halt mile, I 
noticed the tracks were farther 
apart, indicating the bird 
w a s 
running. Looking far ahead I saw 
the beautiful cock pheasant liter­ 
ally “ making tra c k s” toward a 
grown-up fence row. 
It was fully a mile from the 
starting place before I flushed the 


bird, .md being arm ed only with 
a .22 rifle I stood and looked in 
wonderm ent as it flew far down 
the fence row and disappeared 
L ater a neighbor told me that 
he killed a cock pheasant along 
the sam e fence row, 
Another time while a group of 
us were hunting along the sam e 
fence, one man saw a rabbit sit­ 
ting in a bunch of g ra 1"- 6 0 feet 
from the fence anil opened fire 
with hi> shotgun. 
The rabbit did not move and
